CARDIFF CITY— 
HAPPY WANDERERS 


Bg CITY must surely 
qualify for the title of the 
most-travelled team in British 
soccer this year. 


Their successful adventures 
in the European Cup-Winners’ 
Cup have taken them twice to 
West Germany, the other side 
of the world to Tashkent in 
Asia, across the English Chan- 
nel to Holland, and over the 
Irish Sea to play Shamrock 
Rovers. 


And now they have clocked 
a few more thousand miles on 
their soccer log-sheet by accept- 
ing an invitation to play in 
Australia and in New Zealand. 


Unsung and unheralded, the 


underrated footballers from. 


Cardiff City have surged for- 
ward in Europe this season, do- 
ing better than their more 
famous Scottish and English 
counterparts in the European 
Cup-Winners’ Cup. 


There is little doubt that their 
exhaustive European commit- 
ments cost them many points 
in the local English Second Di- 
vision this season, and ac- 
counted for their lowly League 
placing. . 


Though Cardiff City finished 
down the Second Division lad- 
der, it’s been a grand season for 
City and gates have been up on 
last year. 


Cardiff City was formed as 
a professional club in 1910. 


After a decade of non-League 
football they became members 
of the Football League in 1920. 


In their first season they won 
promotion to the First Division 
and their opening Division One 
game was played at Ninian 
Park against Tottenham Hot- 
spur on August 27th, 1921. 


The 1920s were Cardiff’s 
most successful period. Indeed 
during that time they were 
among the most _ consistent 
clubs in Britain. In Season 
1923-24 they lost the First Di- 
vision Championship by .024 
of a goal— pushed into the 
runners-up position by Hud- 
dersfield Town. Each club 
finished the season with 57 
points. 


In 1925 Cardiff reached the 
F.A. Cup Final at Wembley but 
were beaten 1-0 by Sheffield 
United. Two years later Car- 
diff were back at Wembley in 
triumph — beating Arsenal 1-0 
to become the only club to take 
the F.A. Cup out of England. 


A slump in the 1930s saw 
Cardiff drop from the First Di- 
vision to the Third, but they 
began climbing back immedi- 
ately after the end of the war. 
They won the Third Division 
title in 1947 and by 1952 they 
were back in the First Division. 


Since then Cardiff’s fortunes 
have fluctuated. In 1957 they 
were relegated to Division Two 
—in 1960 they won promotion 
again, only to drop back two 
seasons later. Since then the 
club has been in the Second 
Division planning another re- 
turn to the First Division. 


In recent seasons Cardiff's 
greatest achievements have 
been in the European Cup- 
Winners’ Cup. In season 1964- 
65 they reached the quarter- 
finals of the tournament, and 
this season they got as far as 
the semi-finals, where they 
were beaten by Hamburger 
S.V. of West Germany on a 3-4 
aggregate. 


Cardiff qualify for the Euro- 
pean Cup-Winners’ Cup by 
winning the Welsh Cup. 


They won the trophy again 
this season for the 13th time in 
their history —and the fourth 
time in the last five years.

JIMMY. SCOULAR, the Car- 
diff City team manager, was 
one of British football’s most 
famous wing-halves of the im- 
mediate post-war era. 


Born in Livingstone, Scot- 
land, he joined Portsmouth 
while serving there in the Royal 
Navy. 


He played in both Pompey’s 
First Division championship 
teams of seasons 1948-49 and 
1949-50. Transferred to New- 
castle in 1953 for £26,000, fié 
captained the north-east club 
two years later when they won 
the F.A. Cup at Wembley. 


Finished his playing days as 
manager of Bradford Park 
Avenue and was appointed 
team boss at Ninian Park in 
June, 1964. A dynamic man- 
ager who has twice taken his 
club among the giants of Euro- 
pean soccer and who in 1965 
guided Cardiff into the semi- 
finals of the Football League 
Cup when they were beaten by 
West Ham United, then holders 
of the European Cup-Winners’ 
up.

FRED DAVIES 


Joined the club from Wolver- 
hampton Wanderers in January 
this year after playing in almost 
200 matches for Wolves. Began 
his career with Llandudno 
Borough but despite his Welsh 
name was born in Liverpool. 
(Goalkeeper.) 


Until the arrival of Davies he 
had been Cardiff’s first-choice 
goalkeeper. Signed for the club 
from Aston Villa in August, 
1964, and has made almost 150 
appearances. Born in Birming- 
ham. (Goalkeeper.) 


BOBBY FERGUSON 


At 29 one of the more senior 
players in the Cardiff side. 
Since joining the club from 
Derby County in December, 
1965, he has played more than 
100 times. Born in Northumber- 
land and served his football 
apprenticeship with Newcastle 
United.

Has played almost 300 times for 
the club and has scored 70 goals.

Has been one 
of the most consistent players 
in the Second Division and his 
hard running in midfield has 
upset a lot of defences. (For- 
ward.) 


LESLIE LEA 


Signed for Cardiff last Decem- 
ber for £20,000 from Black- 
pool, where he once played in 
the same forward-line as Sir 
Stanley Matthews and Alan 
Ball.

A SCOTS HERO 


Att British football fans 
saluted Cardiff City when 
they defeated Moscow Torpedo 
1-0 in the European up- 
Winners’ Cup competition at 
Augsburg, West Germany, to 
qualify for a semi-final match 
against S.V. Hamburg. 


Probably the most excited 
spectator among the 20,000 
present was a Cardiff player 
who missed the game through 
injury after playing a leading 
part in the Welsh side forcing 
a replay against the much- 
fancied Russians. 


He was centre-half Don Mur- 
tay, who was “snatched” from 
under the eyes of Scottish clubs 
seven years ago. When Car- 
diff won the first leg against 
Torpedo by the only goal of the 
game, most people thought 
Torpedo would gain a convinc- 
ing win in the return, but 
ay Scoular’s boys had other 
ideas. 


Those who saw the match at 
Ninian Park will not need re- 
minding that the Russian tac- 
tics were to hold Cardiff and 
then pull out all the stops in 
the return, but Cardiff quickly 
put paid to these tactics. They 
never made the mistake of try- 
ing to hold their opponents to 
a goalless draw, and even when 
Torpedo went ahead—to equal- 
ise the aggregate score — after 
32 minutes Cardiff kept going 
for goal and more than de. 
served the replay. 


Every Cardiff man played his 
part and Murray did as much 
as any player, in both legs, to- 
wards Cardiff surprising the 
football world by taking the tie 
to a third meeting. Cardiff's 
side consisted of seven English- 
men, three Welshmen and one 
Scot. 


It is sane that no Scottish 
club spotted Murray. It was 


Cardiff’s Scottish scout who 
first realised the youngster’s 
potential, while Murray was 
playing for Burghead Thistle 
as a 15-year-old. Murray was 
quickly en route for Cardiff, 
and is most happy that he is 
finding football fame with the 
Welsh club. 


Torpedo expected their inter- 
national centre-forward Strelt- 


Sov, one of the most prolific . 


scorers in Russia, to be their 
matchwinner, but thanks to 
Murray he was given few 
chances. Murray played him 
“tight” with the result that 
Streltsov was well under con- 
trol, and even when the Rus- 
sians tried spreading _ their 
passes in an attempt to find a 
way past Murray, the young 
Scot continued to dominate. 


Team switches, changed tac- 
tics, long balls, short ones, high 
ones, dashes to the wing—Mos- 
cow tried them all, but they 
could never break Murray’s 
gtip on Streltsov and as a re- 
sult most attacks faded before 
the danger area was reached, 


Like all Cardiff players (and 
doubtless the Torpedo side as 
well, for both matches were 
played in a most sporting spirit) 
Murray was very much looking 
forward to the third meeting. 
But on the Saturday before the 
match he injured a leg, and in 
coy of treatment, even on the 

ay of the match, he was forced 
to drop out, 21-year-old Car- 
diff-born Richie Morgan com- 
ing into the side. 


In his schooldays Murray had 
dreams of being a centre-for- 
ward, and he was a great fan 
of Aberdeen’s centre-forward 
Paddy Buckley, who was 
capped by Scotland in 1955, 
and was the Don’s top scorer 
when they won the Division I 
championship the same season.

This success made up for Mur- 
ray’s disappointment in the two 
previous seasons when Aber- 
deen were Tunners-up for the 
Scottish Cup each year. 


The first season Aberdeen 
gave Rangers a fright, holding 
them to a 1-1 draw in the first 
match and losing the re lay by 
the only goal. The fo lowing 
season Celtic vibeed them 2-1 
in the final, an Buckley was 
the centre-forward in all games. 


It was when he left school 
and joined Burghead Thistle 
that Murray concentrated on 
centre-half with the result that 
he signed for Cardiff, going on 
to win five Scottish Youth caps 
as well as skippering the Rest 
of Great Britain against Eng- 
land, “. . . the proudest moment 
of my life” was how Murray 
described his feelings as he led 
his team out. 


Twenty-two-year-old Murray 
had one Second Division game 
in season 1962-63 and won a 
regular place the following 
campaign and to date has 
played well over 100 Second 
Division matches besides win- 
ning three Welsh Cup-Winners’ 
medals and having played for 
Scotland’s Under-23 side. 


Murray’s play against Mos- 
cow Torpedo is typical of his 
football. He is a player of great 
determination, one who never 
gives in and although he plays 
hard rarely commits a foul. He 
can alter his style to suit the 
State of a game, and although 
he has not received a lot of 
limelight this is because he goes 
about his job in a quiet, effi- 
cient manner with never a show 
of “flashiness”, but he is fast 
becoming recognised as the 
centre-half who is booked for 
the top. 


‘ALK about Cardiff City in 

the F.A. Cup and it’s almost 
impossible to avoid mention of 
1927 — the year Wembley be- 
longed to Ninian Park. 

Nobody needs be told that 
it was the first and only time 
the most famous knockout 
trophy of all has been taken out 
of England. 

How many people remember 
City’s precise path to that final? 
They began with a 2-1 home 
win over Aston Villa and play- 
ed their next three ties away 
from home. 

Darlington were beaten 2-0 
in Yorkshire, and the prospect 
of reaching the final loomed 
large after another 2-0 win — 
this one against Bolton Wan- 
derers at Burnden Park. 

City needed two matches be- 
fore disposing of Chelsea in the 
quarter-finals. The first meet- 
ing at Stamford Bridge was 
goalless — Cardiff made home 
advantage tell in the replay by 
winning 3-2. 

The semi-final against Read- 
ing at Molineux resulted in a 
convincing 3-0 win and City 
had reached Wembley for the 
second time in two years. After 
their 1925 appearance, when 
Sheffield United beat them, City 
came back to triumph with a 
1-0 win over Arsenal. 

Just for the record, the teams 
that day were:

Over the years there has been 
considerable dispute as to who 
actually scored the only goal of 
the game. Was it Lewis, the 
Arsenal goalkeeper, centre- 
forward Hugh Ferguson or 
inside-left Len Davies? 

Official records credit the 
goal to Ferguson, but there are 
some who are convinced that 
Davies was the last player to 
touch the ball before it crossed 
the line. 

The most amazing coinci- 
dence in City’s Cup record was 
their hat-trick of matches

in a recent league match. 


against Leeds. Not only were 
all three matches third-round 
ties, not only were they all 
played at Elland Road in suc- 
cessive seasons, but City won 
all three by the same score, 2-1! 

The club’s recent Cup record 
has been poor — only two wins 
in F.A. Cup ties since 1960. 
Three times since the war, City 
have gone as far as the fifth 
round. 

In 1949 they beat Oldham

and Aston Villa before being 
eliminated by Derby. The next 
season they dismissed West 
Brom and Charlton after a re- 
play and then progress was 
halted by Leeds.

They lost to 
Blackburn in a fifth-round re- 
play after knocking out Orient 
in the fourth round and Leeds 
in the third.

TO DEFEAT N.S.W. 


It is with a great deal of 
trepidation that Sydney soccer 
fans look forward to today’s 
international match between 
N.S.W. and Cardiff City. 


Cardiff is the first Welsh 
team to visit Australia, but 
their reputation has preceded 
them to these shores. 


Despite the distance which 
separates us from the main- 
stream of European soccer, 
Australians are very much 
aware of what happens across 
the seas. 


And in 1967-68 one of these 
“happenings” was the emer- 
gence of Cardiff City as a 
European soccer power. 


Our Welsh visitors achieved 
world-wide prominence in re- 
cent months when they assumed 
the role of “giant killers” in the 
prestigious European Cup- 
Winners’ Cup. 

Their quarter-final victory 
over Torpedo Moscow, particu- 
larly, made quite an impact on 
the Aussie soccer scene. 


Torpedo created a fine im- 
pression when they toured Aus- 
tralia in 1965. 


By eliminating the Russians, 
hell-bent on international suc- 
cess, an added aura of glamour 
surrounds Cardiff City in Aus- 
tralian eyes. 

Today Sydney, after Mel- 
bourne, Hobart and Newcastle, 
has the opportunity to applaud 
the once unsung, unheralded 
“Bluebirds” of Cardiff. 


The N.S.W. team has neither 
the reputation nor the experi- 
ence of the match-hardened 
visitors, but they will take the 
field anything but willing vic- 
tims, 


In past seasons the N.S.W. 


XI has put up a pretty good: 


fight against top touring sides. 
The new champions of 


Europe, Manchester United, 
discovered first-hand last year 
that only their brilliant best 
would do for victory. 


The N.S.W. team is almost 
the best available, with players 
chosen on current form, not 
reputations. 


Some of the players were 
members of the all-conquering 
Australian national team which 
won all ten matches on its 1967 
Asian tour. 


STAN ACKERLEY 


They form the backbone of 
a_ cohesive, well-drilled outfit 
which won’t hear of defeat. 


Whether their confidence is 
justified remains to be seen, but 
the N.S.W. team will certainly 
make a fight of it. 


Once again the team is 
strongest in defence. 


The Sydney defenders can 
play a tight, solid game; they 
have the speed, intelligence and 
also the physical strength to 
contain the dangerous, aggres- 
sive Welsh forwards. 


A big question mark, how- 
ever, hangs on the N.S.W. for- 
ward line. 


If they part quickly with the 
ball and if their strikers get 
moving, they will thoroughly 
test Scoular’s defence. 


The N.S.W. forwards certain- 
ly hold the key to the outcome 
of what promises to be a thrill- 
ing, no-holds-barred match. 


If the N.S.W. attack clicks, 
then the local defence is solid 
enough to hold out for a pres- 
tige result against the Euro- 
pean Cup-Winners’ Cup semi- 
finalists of 1968.

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER 
HAS A LONG HISTORY 


Rpt how young a_ soccer 
nation are we really? Is 
Australia still an infant without 
a past and, more importantly, 
without a future? 


The fact is that soccer in 
Australia has a long history. 
Below we set out the milestones 
of our soccer past which, in- 
credibly enough, goes back 86 
years. 


These were the highlights: 


1882: First Soccer Association 
formed in N.S.W. 

1883: Australia’s first inter- 
state match: Victoria v. 
N.S.W. in Melbourne.

It’s the highest price ever 
offered for a Cardiff player 
and was well in excess of the 
£45,000 Bolton paid for skipper 
Gareth Williams early in the 
season and the £42,500 Leicester 
City parted with when they 
signed Peter Rodrigues. 


Cardiff agreed to terms but 
Toshack decided not to move 
after consulting his father. 

But at the moment he’s Car- 
diff’s hottest property and if he 
continues his present rate of 

rogress he could eventually 
Fish up in the six-figure 
bracket. 3 

He first burst on the Ninian 
Park scene at the tail-end of the 
1965-66 season when he scored

six goals in seven Second Divi- 
sion matches. 
Last season he collected 10 


goals in as many matches but: 


then lost his scoring touch and 
his place in the senior side when 
Cardiff signed Norman Dean 
from Southampton. 

He started this season as a 
reserve team player, making 
only one first team appearance 
in the club’s first nine matches, 
before re-establishing himself 
in Second Division football. 

Cardiff-born Toshack is only 
one of two local players hold- 
ing down a regular first team 
place and the other is 20-year- 
old full-back Steve Derrett, 
who got his first senior team 
outing in November for a 
European Cup-Winners’ Cup 
match in Holland against. 
N.A.C. Breda. 


Built in the Peter Osgood 
mould, Toshack appears to be 
on the threshold of a great 
international career. 


He scored vital goals for City 
in the European Cup-Winners’ 
Cup against Shamrock Rovers 
and N.A.C. Breda, and though 
he didn’t score in the quarter- 
final against Torpedo nor in 
the semi-final against Ham- 
burger S.V., his class caught 
the eye of many world-famous 
identities. 


West German national team 
manager, Helmut Schoen, for 
one, was tremendously im- 
pressed. 


“The first Welsh player since 
John Charles who possesses true 
world class,” he commented 
after Cardiff City had elimi- 
nated Torpedo in Augsburg.

turn-over in N.S.W. teams 


A® amazing number of 116 
players have appeared for 
N.S.W. since the formation of 
the N.S.W. Federation. This 
rather large number means that 
in the 34 matches so far, a third 
of each N.S.W. State team has 
always changed. 


Consistent team policy and 
team building is a fairly recent 
innovation with both the 
N.S.W. and Australian teams. 
Until about 1965 or so, selec- 
tors usually picked the “form 
players” of the day, almost 
regardless of how they fitted in- 
to a unit. This concept, fortu- 
nately, has changed and coaches 
and selectors nowadays build 
their teams on players who 
have proved their ability, large- 
ly disregarding daily form. 


Among the 116 representa- 
tive players one finds no less 
than 45 who wore the N.S.W. 
colors only once. Some of 
these were tried and found 
wanting, but others made the 
team only because better ones 
were unavailable. 


Two players share the lead 
for N.S.W. appearances: Can- 
terbury’s Herbert Ninaus and 
Prague’s Les Scheinflug, both 
of whom have played 17 times 
for the State. Ninaus, of 
course, was then with Prague 
and Hakoah and has scored 14 
goals while Scheinflug has net- 


ted three. Leo Baumgartner ~ 


shares the top scorer’s honor 
with Ninaus, also on 14 goals; 
the former Sydney star appear- 
ed 14 times for the State side. 


The very large turnover in 
players is clearly illustrated in 
the position of goalkeeper. 


Since 1959 a total of 12 players - 


have appeared in goal for 


HERBERT NINAUS 


N.S.W., with Ron Lord leading 
the parade with 13 “caps”. As 
a matter of comparison it is 
interesting to note that since 
1959 Russia has used only four 
and Hungary only six goalies. 
And ours is only a State, not 
a national team. 


The best “sequence” in the 
State team also belongs to Her- 
bert Ninaus: 10 consecutive 
State caps in 1962-1963. 


Of the players who appeared 
in the first N.S.W. Federation 
team, against Deportivo Sap- 
rissa, only two are still active 
First Division players: Les 
Scheinflug and John Curry. 


This was the first N.S.W. 
Federation team in 1959 that 
defeated Deportiva Saprissa, of 
Costa Rica, 4-2:

Four Welsh Internationals

OUR full Welsh _ inter- 

nationals have played, or 
are still appearing, with Sydney 
clubs. 


They are Trevor Edwards, 
Ron Hewitt, John King and 
Des Palmer, who between them 
total 11 Welsh caps. 


Palmer and King have long 
departed from the Sydney 
scene, but Edwards and Hewitt 
are still active, though no longer 
in the limelight. 


RON HEWITT 


Now in the veteran stage, 
the former Cardiff City 
forward still holds.a more or 
less regular place in the first 
team of Canterbury, the club 
he joined when he returned 
after a three-year visit home. 


Hewitt originally came to 
Australia at the instigation of 
the then Bankstown coach, for- 
mer English international, 
Frank Broome;in 1961. 


Hewitt was instrumental in 
lifting Bankstown from the foot 
of the competition ladder to 
respectable middle-of-the-table 
status. 


His departure coincided with 
the club’s relegation and the 
very lean years that followed. 


Ron Hewitt was capped five 
times: against Israel in the eli- 
minations of the 1958 World 
Cup, and in Sweden during the 
finals when he played against 
Sweden, Hungary and Brazil. 
His other cap was against Ire- 
land in the same season. 


JOHN KING 


WANSEA TOWN’S goal-' 


keeper, capped in 1954 
against England, made only a 


fleeting appearance on the Syd- 
ney scene some three-and-a- 
half years ago. 


He only played once in the 
Prague first team, then moved 
to Melbourne. 


A colorful player, King was 
pacaly at ease in the forward- 
ine. 


TREVOR EDWARDS 


TEE Cardiff City and Charl- 
ton Athletic full-back with 
the lean, greyhound look rose 
to instant stardom the moment 
he set foot on Australian soil 
to join Hakoah in 1964. 


He c.eated history of sorts 
when he was selected to play 
for Australia, against Everton, 
less than a month after his 
arrival. 


Though Edwards has now lost 
his place in Hakoah’s first team 
as the result of an injury sus- 
tained at the end of last season, 


he can look back on a highly 
satisfying career in Australia. 


His greatest personal triumph 
came in 1965 when, in the 
absence of Tiko Jelisavcic, on 
tour with the national team, he 
coached Hakoah to victory in 
the Australia Cup. 


Edwards has played twice for 
Wales. In the 1956-57 season 
he played against Ireland and 
East Germany. (Des Palmer 
was a national team-mate in 
the latter match.) 


DES PALMER 


DES PALMER gained na- 
tional prominence in Aus- 
tralia when he scored a hat- 
trick for his Melbourne club, 
Slavia, when they beat Polonia- 
Melbourne 3-0 in the replay of 
the 1963 Australia Cup final. 


It wasn’t long before Sydney 
talent scouts were after the ser- 
vices of this prolific goalgetter, 
and the following season the 
former Swansea Town forward 
moved to Sydney to play for 
Yugal. 


Though he scored more than 
a few useful goals in Sydney, 
he never recaptured his Mel. 
bourne form, and slowly faded 
from the local scene after a 
brief stint with South Coast 
United and a Newcastle club. 


At his peak, in 1956-58, 
Palmer played for Wales against 
Czechoslovakia, England and 
East Germany. 


The highlight of his career 
was the hat-trick he scored at 
Cardiff’s Ninian Park against 
East Germany.

SECOND DIVISION 
QUITE DIFFERENT 


When I joined Cardiff City I 
had never played Second Divi- 
sion football in my life. I was 
curious to find out what . it 
had in store for me, for in 
more than ten years at Ever- 
ton my football had been con- 
fined to First Division. 


I can tell you this—it will 
be some time before I forget 
my first game for City. We got 
well and truly ‘done’ at Ply- 
mouth. It was not the happiest 
way of being introduced to a 
new club or a new Division. 


Now that I’ve played a full 
season in the Second, I’m in 
more of a position to compare 
it with the First. 


To begin with there is a lot 
more emphasis on physical con- 
tact in the Second Division 
than in the First. The game is 
not Leg as clever as it is in 
the First. 


In the Second Division I find 
you can usually tell what a 
player is going to do. He is 
inclined to be orthodox. Some- 
times in the First Division you 
think you’vé got an opponent, 
you think you know what he’s 
going to do and when he does 
something out of the ordinary, 
you're lost, Nine times out of 
ten you can tell what a Second 
Division player will do. Per- 
haps, because of this, I find I 
can pace my game better. 


I have enjoyed the challenge 
of helping the club off the bot- 
tom. When I travelled down 
by car from Mersyside to 
have a look at Ninian Park, I 
really had no intention. of 
signing. 


I had only recently bought 


a new house in Cheshire and. 


to move would mean uproot- 
ing the family, Then, of course, 
there was City’s poor League 


position to be considered as 
well. 


No, I’m afraid my chances 
of signing then were next to 
nothing. 


The terms -City offered me 
were very good: and when I 
realised that Cardiff had a First 
Division set-up, I began to 
think hard. I thought to my- 
self: “Lad, you're not getting 


any younger’. So I ‘signed and, * 


despite that hiding we took at 
Plymouth in my first game, 
I’m mighty glad I did sign. 


The boss wanted me to seal 
the gaps in defence, The play- 
ers were there but the con- 


fidence wasn’t. Things began to 
look up after a while and we 
had a good run before Christ- 
mas and again at Easter, 1967. 


‘One thing that helps you in 
the game is to have someone 
to shout out advice. At Goodi- 
son I was playing with men 
like Gabriel and Labone. If 
either of us was ever in a 
sticky position, then a quiet 
word of advice‘*solved the 
problem.

Well, it got me an English 
Cup-Winners’ medal with 
Everton last year and this year 
a Welsh one with City. Now 
there may be a bit more 
glamour about playing at 
Wembley, but the reward is 
just the same whichever trophy 
you win. 


Top talent found 


way to Australia

of former international stars 
have found their way to Aus- 
tralia and to Sydney clubs.

© Doug Holden (Hakoah, Syd- 
ney). Played for England in 
1958-59 against Scotland, Italy, 
Brazil, Peru and Mexico.

© Frank Haffey (St. George- 
Budapest). Capped twice for 
Scotland when he was with 
Glasgow Celtic. 


® Trevor Edwards (Hakoah, 
Sydney). Played for Wales in 
1956-57 against Italy and East 
Germany. 


© Pavel Molnar (Prague), for- 
merly of Bratislava, who gained 
more than 10 “caps” for Cze- 
choslovakia in the late 1950s 
and early 1960s. 


© Herbert Ninaus (Canterbury). 
Played for Austria in the Euro- 


pean Nations’ Cup _ against 
France in 1958 and 1959. 


® Ante Zanetic. One of the 
stars of Yugoslavia’s 1960 
Olympic Games gold medallists. 


® Jock Aird, a Scottish inter- 
national against Norway, and 
Uruguay and Austria in the 
1954 World Cup finals; Karl 
Jaros, who played for Austria 
against Brazil in 1956, and Gin- 
ter Gawlik, 14-time Polish in- 
ternational, are other full Euro- 
pean internationals based in 
Sydney, but not longer active 
in topflight soccer. 


e Gyula Polgar, the St, George 
coach, played for Hungary in 
the 1930s and appeared in the 
1938 World Cup final against 
Italy in Paris. 


e Josef Wenglos, the young 
N.S.W. team coach, gained 
two full Czechoslovakian selec- 
tions while playing for Slovan 
Bratislava five years ago. 


Two Sydney coaches, who 
have since returned to Europe, 
were also full internationals. 


© Stefan Cambal, formerly of 
Prague, played for Czechoslo- 
vakia in the final of the 1934 
World Cup against Italy in 
Rome, and Frank Broome, the 
former Bankstown and Corin- 
thians coach, was capped for 
England in the late 1930s. 


Paradoxically, Leopold 
Baumgartner, the Austrian 
wizard whom most Australians 
would rate as the greatest play- 
er ever to appear in Australia, 
never played for his native 
country in a full international. 
Baumgartner, while with Vien- 
na’s FK_ Austria, was only 
selected in the Austrian “B” 


team. The genial centre-for- 
ward, however, played for his 
adopted country against Ever- 
ton in 1964. 


Other top-class “imports” 
who made their mark on Aus- 
tralian soccer, but never played 
for their country, include the 
South Coast coach, Jim Kelly 
(ex-Blackpool); England’s “gol- 
den boy” of the mid-1950’s, 
Alick Jeffrey; Len Quested, 
only a “B” international when 
playing for Huddersfield; and 
Apia’s current Argentinian star, 
Ricardo Campana.
